Washington, June 8.—(4)—The ad- 
ministration bill for tighten'ng up 
prohibition enforcement was thrown 
inté the discard today by the senate 
republican steering committee along 
with several other important r a:-ures, 

A program of legislation was out- 
lined which leaders believe will - per- 
mit adjournment of congress sine die 
by the end of this month. 

While the French debt settlement 
was not technically before the com- 
mittee, some republican leaders said 
there was little prospect of action 
upon it at this session since the lat- 
est word from Paris was that there 
would be delay by the French parlia- 
ment. 

Action Comes After Fight. 

The committee sidetracked the ad- 
ministration prohibition bill only after 
a fight, with Senator Willis, republic- 
an, Ohio, demanding that it be fiven 
preferential status instead of being 
shoved over until the next and short 
session of congress. 

While turning down this bill, the 
committee agreed to have the senate 
consider another administration meas- 
ure creating separate bureaus of pro- 
hibition and customs in the treasury 
department, with a director at the 
head of each. The house already has 
approved this bill. 

A majority of the committee was of 
the opinion that it was uscless to 
call up the bill te put more teeth 
in the Volstead act unless the sevate 
wae prepared to remain bere for many 


weeks while the whole wet «ind dry 
jesue again was fought out on the. 


floor. 
May Ferce Vote. 

There were hte that the drys 
would undertake to call up the bill, | 
which is now on the regular calendar, | 
and force action before adjournment. 
If this course should be pursued the 
wets said they were ready to call for 
a showdown on a national referen- 
dum on prohibition as well as on their 
bille for modification of the Volstead 
act. 

Preferential Calendar. 

As the preferential calendar now is 
arranged, bills are given this order 
for consideration after the farm re- 
lief bill is disposed of: 

Permitting certain railroads te re- 
fund their debts to thé government. 

Providing for government control 
of radio communication through an 
independent commission. 

Creating separate bureaus of prohi- 
bition and castoms in the treasury. 

Placing prohibition field agents un- 
der civil service. 

House leaders are insistent that 
the senate pass the $90,000,000 riv- 
ers and harbors bill before adjourn- 
ment and this may be accomplished 
by the elimination of provisions for 
diversion of water from the lakes and 
other sources which are opposed by 
fairly large groups of senators.

The proposed change involved the 
principle in force in the police and 
fire committees of council and pro- 
vided that after three nominations by 
the superintendeat have been rejected 
the board would proceed to fill any 
vacancy without further recommenda- 
tion by the superintendent. ‘This pro- 
posal precipitated heated gebate’ for 
a time whieh at last resolved itself 
into an-~amicable’ settlement. -. 

Another Session Called Today. 

The report of the rules conmittee 
was the special order of the day and 
consumed theientire sesBion. An ad- 
journed méeting of the session will 
begin at 5 o’clock this afternoon in 
the council chamber. 

The main clash of the afternoon 
centered in this proposed change in 
the rules of the board, and,a minority 
report by Commissioner W. W. 
Gaines, of the third ward, was accept- 
ed by the board by a viva voce vote 


of the board, allowing no change in 
the present rules of electing school 
officials. 

Z. V. Peterson, commissioner of 
the eleventh ward, attacked the pro-

The supreme court decision of Mon- 
day also held that the federal reserve 
bank was within its rights in accept- 
ing out-of-town checks from member 
banks, for collection, on “deferred 
credit.” By this, the reserve bank does 
not give its customer-bank immediate 
credit on out-of-town items, but gives 
it a deferred credit, effective so many 
days later, depending upon the dis- 
tance from the drawee bank. 

Mr. Parker said that the decision 
Monday affected only banks which 
aré members of the federal reserve 
system. Non-member banks have been 
parties to other euits dealing with th> 
interbank exchange charge between 
»; the federal reserve bank and banks for 
which it acts as a collection agency 
which have been settled in decisions 
which hold that the non-member bank.

It is a complete guarantee of 
profits to every miller, packer and 
dealer, without any regulation or re- 
straint.”’

Conceding there were some features

New York, June 8.—(4)—The New 
York political situation, carrying ele- 
ments of nation-wide ifterest because 
of the importance to be played by 
prohibition issues, had crystallized to- 
night into approximately the form to 
be presented to the voters. 

Acceptance by former State Senator 
Franklin W. Cristman of an inyita- 
tion to run against United States 
Senator James W. Wadsworth for 
the republican senatorial nomination 
with the organized support of the 
“bone-dry” forces of the state was fol- 
lowed at once today by a statement 


from Senator Wadsworth of his posi- 
tion on the liquor question. He as- 
serted that the root of all prohibi- 
tion evils was the eighteenth amend- 
ment, and that it is hopeless to ex- 
pect real reform until that amendment 
is removed from the constitution. The 
statement, contained in a letter from 
Washington, was seen as an answer 
to critics who had accused the sen- 
ator of hedging on the issue brought 
about in New York state by the en- 
actment of the recent measure provid- 
ing for a referendum on prohibition 
next fall. 

Senator Wadsworth said that he 
was an advocate of modification of the 
Volstead act as the first step toward 
¢limination of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, and that he favored ultimate 
adoption of government liquor sales 
similar to the system in force in Que- 


ec. 

Governor Alfred FE. Smith, whose 
democratic friends are exerting pres- 
sure to persuade him to run for the 
governorship again, despite his an- 
nounced intention of retiring, signed 
the bill calling for the state referen- 
dum, and has long been known to ad- 
vocate modification of the prohibi- 
tion laws. ; 

In a statement issued tonight after 
Senator Wadsworth’s letter was made 
public, Orville S. Poland, head of the 
legal department of the Anti-Saloon 
league in New York, said: 

“The drys find every reason for, 
elation in Senator Wadsworth’s let- 
ter. He himself says he is wet. It 
leaves but one thing for any sincere 
believer in prohibition to do, and that 
is vote for the independent dry can- 
didate.”

Siti ittel - qnenmerce alone, and a 
much higher rate if all other consid- 
erations could be measured in percent- 
ages. Certain individual waterways, 
such as the Great Lakes system and 
the Monongahela river, are saving to 
the people in freight rates more than 
100 per cent of their cost every year.

Mr. Comer in 1920 gave to the col- 
lege $50.000 as a loan fund in memory 
of his mother, to be known as the 
Catherine L. Comer loan fund. The 
late Mrs. Comer was a graduate in the 
second class to receive diplomas at 
the historic old college, in 1841. This 
fund now makes possible the educa- 
tion of 35 to 40 girls every year, Dr. 
Quillian said.

Among matters of outstanding 
importance to come before it the 
committee will formally. fix a date, 
set a time limit for all entries and 
levy the assessments on candidates for 
the purpose of bearing the expenses 
of the primary. : 

In addition, ruies and regulations 
will be adopted to govern activities 
of candidates, but aside from these 
items there remains but little else for 
the committee to decide. 

For the first time since enactment 
of the Neill primary laws there may 
have to be a second primary, in the 
opinion of political observers. Under 
the law all candidates except those 
for United States senator and gov- 
ernor must receive plurality vote 
nomination. Both the governor’s 
chair and the United States senate 
seat must be filled this fall and 
the law governing the primary for 
these two offices specifies that nomi- 
ness for senator and governor must 
receive a majority vote. Where 
three or more candidates are running 
and where no one of them receives a 
majority of the votes cast, the two 
highest shall enter into a second pri- 
mary election, it is further provided. 

Waile there is little probability 
that such an event will be neces- 
sary so far as selection of a nominee 
for the senate is concerned, there be- 
ing little indication that Senator Wal- 
ter F. George will have opposition, 
there is a possibility that a second 


|primary election may become neces- 


sary in the gubernatorial race. At 
the present time there are five candi- 
dates for governor, with indications 
that a sixth may enter.
